Rule 7, Sec. 4. Shall-the Debate-Cease: Motion to Call the Question.
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(1) The motion to call the question is a motion askine the presiding officer to end debate on a

bill, a resolution, an amendment, or a motion by calling for the previous ( concluding) question.
A Senator making the motion to call the question, shall ask the presiding officer to call for the

previous question. The presiding officer shall then ask the body, "Shall debate cease?"

(2) At any time during a debate on a bill or resolution any member of the body wishing to end
ebate on a bill, a resolution, an amendment, or a motion and who has been recognized by the
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presiding officer to speak may call for the debate to cease by calling for the gquestion.

(4) On a motion to call the question there shall be no debate.

(5) When the previous guestion shall have been ordered on 2 proposition under debate. the
mover. proponent. or introducer of such proposition shall be given the right to close the debate

thereon.

(6) A motion to call the question shall be deemed successful by way of a viva voce majority vote
of the members present.

(7) A motion to call the question shall hold priority over all other motions, except a motion to
recess. a motion to adjourn, and a motion for cloture.
